MRS. A. H. CRUTCHER DEAD. 

She Pell Asleep at Hartwell, Ohio, 
and Was Laid to Rest in This 
City. 

Mrs. Walton Henderson Crutcher 
was born August 25, 1863, at Demopo- 
lis,Alabama, daughter of Rev. Howard 
A. M. Henderson and Susan Watkins 
Vaughan. Twelve years of her life 
were spent in Frankfort, a pupil of 
Dr. James W. Dodd. During eight 
years here her father was Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction, 1871-'9, 
and she waa a favorite in official and 
literary circles. Subsequently she 
resided in San Francisco, Hannibal, 
Mo. , Jersey City and N. Y. City, where 
her father was pastor of leading 
Methodist Churches. She assisted 
her father in his labors of love, being 
highly esteemed by the old, the sick 
and the poor, among whom she was 
an angel of mercy. 

She was married August 9, 1887, in 
New York City, to Albert H. Crutch- 
er, Esq , a promising lawyer and offi- 
cial at Los Angeles, California- a na- 
tive of Frankfort, son of John N. 
and Maitha W. Crutcher, and grand- 
son of the veteran editor of ' -The 
Commonwealth," Col. A. G. Hodges. 
She and her husband were school- 
mates. She was of rare beauty, 
queenly grace, fine accomplishments, 
and literal y taste of the highest or- 
der. As a conversationalist she ex- 
celled, having vivacity, fancy and a 
flute-like voice. She was a pianist of 
no mean degree, with exquisite taste I 
for the interpretation of Chopin, 
Schubert and other masters of plaint- 
ive music. She displayed a budding 
genius for polite literature, and, had 
she lived, promised to become an 
author of distinction. She was long 
an invalid, but relieved the tedium of 
j the nick-room by study of English 
classics and charitable deeds. She 
suffered excruciating pain, yet man- 
aged to make happy those who 
ministered to her wants and who had 
access to her sick-room. 

Last June she came East fbr treat- 
ment, having the best medical skill 
and parental care at Hartwell, Ohio, 
a beautiful Buburb of Cincinnati, 
! wheie her father is a pastor The 
j whole community became sympathiz- 
ing^' interested in her sufferings and 
ministered to her comfort. Her hus- 
J band came to her last December, and 
never loft her bedside while life lin- 
gered an instance of devotion never 
surpassed. Monday, May 15th she 
met death without ularm or final 
suffering. Her life closed as "gently 
shuts the eye of day." They "thought 
ber dying when she slept, and sleep- 
ing when she died." 

She left a written request to be 
dressed in white, with a cluster of 
"lily of the valley" in her hand; that 
Rev. Harry Henderson, a friend of 
her girlhood, should read the funeral 
service; that '-When the mists hav. 
rolled away," "We shall meet beyond 
the river," and "Go bury thy sorrow," 
be sung, and that she be buried at 
Frankfort, Ky. On Thursday her 
wishes were consummated, a large 
concourse of friends having assem- 
bled at her grave in the beautiful 
cemetery crowning hill and river. 
Her hillock was tapestried with the 
rarest white flowers, and looked more 
like a bower of] beauty than a prison 
of clay. When the grave had been 
clothed with blossoms a chosen choir 
sang "Peacefully sleep," the soft air 
breathed a benediction and all nature 
said "Amen "

BICYCLE RELAY RIDE. 

What the Governor of Illinois will 
Say to the Governor of 
. Kentucky. 

Frankfort did not get the compli- 
ment of one of the relays in the great 
bicycle relay ride from Springfield, 
\ 111., to this city, but she got the next 
best thing to it in the appointment of 
Mr. Will. A. Lewis, of the .Round- 
about, to accompany Mr. Thomas E. 
Jeffries on the twelve mile relay from 
Peytona. 

As this is to be a grand test of the 
epeed and uses to which bicycle re- 
lays may be put, the entrance into 
this city along the Louisville pike, 
on next Saturday, will no doubt be 
eagerly looked for by a large crowd 
of interested spectators. 

The distance from Springfield to 
New Albany is 300 miles, which will 
be run on an average of ten miles an 
hour, including night as well as day 
riding, and the distance from New 
Albany to Frankfort is 61 miles, which 
will be run in 4:05 hours, or fifteen 
miles an hour.

On Capital Removal and a Bill to 
Make Lexington the Seat of 
Government. 

The official proceedings of the 
House on Tuesday tell the sequel to 
the story of the capital removal agi- 



But one city, and that Lexington, 
which is developing a local political 
stench, filed its proposition with the 
committee. The report of the com- 
mittee says that the proposition of 
Lexington contains a full statement ' 
of the financial condition of said city. 
' but the grand jury, the Lexington 
papers represent, is not through with 
its investigation which may some- 
what modify the statement. 

Lexington said she would give all 
the grounds necessary for State build- 
ings and $260,000, and thereupon Mr. 
"W. H. May introdueed H. B.. 544: 
"Providing for removal of the seat of 
government from the city of Frank- 
fort, and the location of same in the 
city of Lexington." 

The committee's reportand bill were 
referred to the Committee on Print- 
ing and Accounts. The citizens need 
not feel the least uneasiness over the 
removal. The best informed on the 
Square say the matter died with the 
Louisville charter and that nothing 
short of an earthquake now will 
knock the State House from its loca- 
tion in Frankfort. 

A resolution was also intoduced 
In the Senate on Wednesday by 
Senator Breckinridge, to the effect 
that it was the sense of that body 
that the capital be removed from 
Frankfort. It was ordered printed. 

DEATH BY* DROWNING. 

Doddridge Graves, a Lad of Sixteen 
Years, on Sunday Morning Fell 
Into the River and Sank in 
Ten Feet of Water Un- 
der a Raft. 

The sad news was spread on Sun 
day that Doddridge Graven, a youth 
of sixteen years of age, and son of 
W. D. Graves, deceased, who was 
deputy county clerk a number of 
years ago under Mr. James G. Crock- 
ett, deceased, was accidentally 
drowned by falling into the river 
near Saffell's distillery. Graves bad 
been in company of Landon Taylor 
and Robert Sutherland, on a fishing 
trip, and while the party were in 
camp at the point indicated, he rowed 
across the river about 11 o'clock that 
day in a skiff to get some fire-wood. 
His companions was not observing 
Ms movements closely, but they saw 
him return almost to the rafts which 
line the shore in that locality, and 
the next thing they were aware of 
was the exclamation of young John 
Morris, who had just arrived on the 
scene, that Graves had fallen into the 
river. They ran to the rafts and made 
every effort to save the boy, who had 
gone down in more than ten feet of 
water, but they were not successful 
in finding him. 

It, is not known exactly how 
the Looident occurred, l)ut it it be- 
lieved that Graves, who could not J 



swim, was in the act of stepping from 
the skiff to the raft, when the back- 
ward floating of the skiff caused him 
to lose his balance and plunge into 
river and beneath the logs. 

A number of friends, on receipt of 
the news, at once entered upon a 
search for the body, which after con- 
tinuous dragging of the river and 
discharging of a large quantity of 
dynamite was not found until Tues 
day morning, when Mr. Frank M. 
Morgan brought it to the surface 
with his grappling hooks, from a 
point within forty feet of the place 
where the boy was seen to sink. 

The deceased was a bright and 
capable youth, whose untimely death 
blights the bright hopes of his family. 
Besides his widowed mother, two 
brothers and five sisters mourn his 
loss, one of the sisters being the wife 
of County Clerk Smith, one the wife 
of Deputy County Clerk Wallace and 
one the wife of Mr. G. A. Thomas, of 
the Evening Journal. 

The funeral took place on Tuesday 
afternoon from the family resideuce, 
on South Shelby street, Rev. H. G. 
Henderson conducting the services.

A HORRIBLE DEATH. 

Andrew Correns. of this City, In 
Attempting to Board a Mov- 
ing Train, Crushed by 
the Wheels. 

On Wednesday morning, about half 
past seven o'clock, Andrew Correns, 
of this city, met. a horrible death. 
He had been over to his garden nn 
the Louisville & Nashville Railroad, 
near the Nicol place, and observing 
some flat cars to which a switch en- 
gine was attached standing at rest, 
he made an attempt to board one of 
the cars from the rear. 

Just as ne was in the act of climb 
ing up the train began to move and 
he lost his grasp and fell on the track 
with his left shoulder and arm and 
part of his leg on the rail. The train 
was Btopped but it was too late to 
prevent the wheels from crushing the 
entire arm and mashing his shoulder. 
He was brought over to the city and 
taken'to the office of Dr. Hume.where 
his injuries were exposed to view and 
examined, preparatory to the neces- 
sary amputation of the arm. Dr. 
Hume, recognizing the weakened 
condition of the wounded man, con- 
cluded to defer the work of the knife 
until after restoratives had been ap- 
plied and had time to revive him, and 
it was during this period of anxious 
suspense that death, about half past 
eleven o'olook, relieved Correns of 
his terrible sufferings. The immedi- 
ate cause of his death was doubtless 



due to the shock and some internal 
injury that did not develop itself. 
The deceased was thirty-eight years 
of age, and leaves two children 
and a wife, the sister of Messrs. C. W. 
& H Fincel. to mourn his loss. The 
family occupy the third story of the 
building on St. Clair street, in which 
the Fincel brothers keep their meat 
store, but the remains of the deceas- 
ed were taken to the residence of Mr. 
Charles Fincel, on the South Side, 
where the funeral services were con 
ducted by Rev. H. G. Henderson, of 
the Methodist Church, on Thursday 
afternoon. The burial took place in 
the cemetery in this city. Mr. Cor- 
rens was a kind hearted, industrious 
man, who haB a large number of 
friends that deeply regret the deplor- 
able accident.
